Mixed Factors Played Role 
In Rejection of Carswell 

By Max Fraakel 


WASHINGTON, April 9 
WYTL — mere is no simple ex- 
planation for the votes of the 
51 senators who rejected Judge 
G. Harrold Carswell's nomina- 
tion to the Supreme Court yes- 
terday. 

Many votes were cast auto- 
matically for liberalism or 
against conservatism. Many 
were plainly cast to dramatize 
President Nixon's vulnerability 
or even to discredit him politi- 
cally as a champion of “South- 
ern racism.” The crucial bal- 
lots by a few Republicans, and 
notably Marlow W. Cook of 
Kentucky, were cast not in 
defiance of the White House, 
but with regret that President 
Nixon had to be humbled a 
second time on this court ap- 
pointment. 

Probably the decisive factor, 
however, was the feeling 
throughout the Senate that 
President Nixon had made a 
lackluster selection for the nar- 
rowest of political reasons, that 
he was thus taking the legisla- 
tors for granted and that he 
was detracting from the reputa- 
tion of the Supreme Court in 
a time of difficulty for all legal 
institutions. 

Tair. Competent’ 

Even among Mr. Carswell's 
supporters, both in the Senate 
and at the White House, there 
was little enthusiasm for his 
qualifications. "Pair,” "com- 
petent" and 'experienced” were 
the strongest adjectives that 
President- Nixon felt able to 
muster in the climax of the 
battle. In the end, the Presi- 
dent and his aides were reduced 
to requests for a demonstration 
of party loyalty and a recogni- 
tion of presidential prerogatives. 

There was little doubt among 
the opponents of the nomination 
that Mr. Nixon would continue 
to insist on his right to name a 
conservative to the court, and 
a Southern conservative, if pos- 
sible. There is little doubt 
among Senate liberals that a 
distinguished judge or attorney 
with a conservative view of the 
Jaw would be swiftly approved, 
as Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 
ger was last year. 

So the real interest here, as 
soon as the vote was over, shift- 
ed from the court appointment 
as such to the possible con- 
sequences of the Carswell con- 
test. 

Conflicting Counsel 

President Nixon's failure to 
issue an Immediate comment 
suggested that he felt something 
deeper than the disappointment 
mentioned by his press secre- 
tary. Probably, he has not yet 
sorted out the conflicting coun- 
sel about how he should deal 
with the situation politically, 
even though be said today that 
his next nominee will not be a 
Southerner. 

The President had been told 
for weeks by some of his most 
partisan aides that Mr. Cars- 
well's qualifications were not 
the central Issue. These aides 
think that a still powerful and 
vengeful "liberal establishment” 
—including the Northeastern 
press and leading members of 
the bar— 1s determined to hu- 
miliate the President at every 


turn and to frustrate the con- 
servative sentiment that brought 
him into office. 

Moreover, Southerners of both 
parties have told the President 
that he was waging a heroic 
struggle for their much malign- 
ed section of the country and 
that prejudiced Northerners 
were determined to deny the 
South a fair share of political 
influence here. 

The sum of this advice was 
that President Nixon take his 
case to the people, as he did 
on Vietnam last fall, to show 
that he is well attuned to the 
views of the majority. 

But President Nixon is hear- 
ing contrary counsel as well. 

More moderate aides and 
members of the Senate argue 
that his effort to mollify the 
South and to build up his 
standing among conservatives 
need not be achieved by means 
that Negroes and liberals would 
regard as a provocative affront. 
With passions running high in 
all sections of the country and 
with many institutions, includ- 
ing the law Itself, under per- 
sistent and even violent attack, 
it is said, the President should 
not be staffing the Supreme 
Court with men of modest stat- 
ure or ramming his appoint- 
ments through the Senate by 
the feeble margin of a few 
votes. 

After the rejection of Presi- 
dent Nixon's first choice for the 
court vacancy. Judge Clement 
F. Haynsworth, many admin- 
istration officials concluded that 
a good man bad become the 
victim of political circumstance. 
They thought liberals were 
avenging conservatives’ refusal 
to let Abe Porias become chief 
justice In 1968. 

But this time, the adminis- 
tration moderates thought that 
the President was badly served 
by his selection process and by 
Attorney General John N. Mit- 
chell. who supervised it. They 
are telling President Nixon to 
take personal command of the 
search for a new nominee, to 
name his -map soon to over- 
come the ill-will of the Carswell 
fight and to put the cause of 
national unity ahead of the 
temptation to exploit sectional 
resentments in this year's con- 
gressional elections. 

Those temptations are prob- 
ably great. Members of the 
Senate speculated yesterday that 
the Republicans could probably 
capitalize on the votes against 
Mr. Carswell by Albert Gore of 
Tennessee and Ralph W. Yar- 
borough of Texas, two of the 
more vulnerable Democrats on 
the ballot this November. 

Some Republicans thought 
that the President might profit 
even more widely by leaving the 
court seat vacant, as a symbol 
of his fight for conservatism. 

Administration sources sug- 
gest that Mr. Mitchell's ex- 
tremely high standing at the 
White House will not be affect- 
ed by yesterday’s rebuff. But 
they also think that President 
Nixon may consult someone 
else on the next appoint- 
ment and may even choose to 
meet his next candidate before 
he grants him his trust for a 
lifetime job. 


6 Crucify Fulbright^ Mrs . Mitchell 
Tells Paper After Carswell Vote 

LITTLE ROCK. Ark.. April 9 fUPI>.— The Arkansas Gazette 
reported today that Mrs. Martha Mitchell wife of Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell, has urged the newspaper to "crucify" Sen. J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright, D„ Ark., for his vote against the confirmation of 
Judge G. Harrold Carswell to the Supreme Court. 

Mrs. Mitchell, a native of Pine Bluff, Ark^ told the Gazette 
Sen. Fulbright could have "swayed" other votes to the extent that 
Judge Carswell would have been confirmed. 

"It mokes me so damn mad I can't stand It." Mrs. Mitchell said. 
He could have done a great deal for the whole vote.” 

Toe attorney general's wife said that Sen. Fulbright did not 
represent the people of Arkansas. According to the Gazette, Mrs. 
Mitchell said she had talked with "three or four people" from 
Arkansas who were “very influential" and they said "they would 
disown" Sen Fulbright for his vote against Judge CarswelL 

She refused to comment on bow her husband felt about the 
vote, but said thi attorney general had told her he had learned 
that Sen. Fulbright would not seek re-election. Sen. Fulbright was 
re-elected b7 a large margin in 1968. Be has made no announce- 
ment about his plans In 1974. 

The Gazette has been a strong supporter of Sen. Fulbright and 
editorially opposed the nomination of Judge CarswelL 

In Washington, Sen. Fulbright said he was "Interested and 
amused” by Mrs Mitchell's calL but added, ’T do not believe she 
is in touch with the people of Arkansas.” 

Sen. FUbright said "She hasn't lived down there (Pine BlufD 
for 20 or 30 years — she’s a New Yorker." 

"Mrs. Mitchell has become a kind of . character around here.” 
he told reporters. "I think it is interesting and amusing to have 
the wife of the attorney general call a newspaper in Arkansas 
at 2 o'clock in the morning to say things like that." 

Sen. Fulbright said he was willing to take the credit for Judge 
Carswell's defeat, but "I doubt that I deserve It— I'm only one vote."

Mitchell remained silent and ap- 
peared glum. He has been criticized 
by many senators for giving the 
President bad advice on his last 
two, unsuccessful court nom i n ees. 

Mr. Nixon's counter- attack on 
the Senate that administered the 
stunning setback followed White 
House admission earlier today that 
it had incorrectly told a number 
of senators that Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith. R.. Maine, would vote 
to confirm Judge Carswell. Sen. 
Smith, who was infuriated by what 
she reportedly considers the mis- 
representation, voted against Judge 
Carswell— one of the key OOP votes 
that spelled defeat for the Florida 
federal judge. 

Honest Mistake 

Press Secretary Ron Ziegler con- 
firmed reports that White House 
lobbyists had told some senaters 
before the vote that Mrs. Smith, 
who had not even hinted to her 
colleagues how she would vote, 
would support Judge CarswelL But 
Mr. Ziegler said, it was an honest 
mistake made “in good faith" and 
based on what the President's con- 
gressional liaison aides considered 
"reliable information.” 

Ben. Smith was told of the ac- 
tivity "by Massachusetts Republi- 
can Sen. Edward Brooke, who led 
the GOP anti-Carswell bloc. The 
indication was that the White 
House sought to sway some “soft” 
votes toward the support of the 
nomination in this way. She re- 
portedly became very angry, called 
the White House and asked presi- 
dential assistant Bryce Harlow 
how the reports of her intended 
vote originated. 

Mr. Harlow, according to inform- 
ed sources, said to her: "Wen, it's 
true, isn’t it?"

•Vicious Assaults’ 

Both Ills nominees, the President 
raid, had suffered "vicious assaults 
on their Intelligence, on their hon- 
esty and on their character. They 
have been falsely charged with 
being racists.” 

He said the real reason for their 
rejection, however, was their con- 
servative legal philosophy and. their 
Southern birth. 

'More important than geographi- 
cal or other kinds of balance in 
the court.” the President said, “is 
philosophical balance.

"I believe that a judge from 
the North, who has such views, 
will be confirmed by the Senate."

6% Raise Voted for Most Federal Workers

WASHINGTON, April 9 iWP),- 
Tke senate overwhelmingly voted 
three-fourths of all federal em- 
ployees a 6 percent pay increase 
yesterday, retroactive to the first 
of the year. 

But the lopsidedness of the 34- 
to -1 vote belied the three hours of 
wrangling that went before it. 

The House passed the pay-in- 
crease bill today. 

The lone Senate dissent to the 
measure, which was substantially 
identical to an agreement worked 
out last week by Nixon administra- 
tion officials and postal unions in 
the wake of the wildcat mail strike, 
was cast by Sen. Allen J. Ellender. 
D.. La. 

The raise would apply to postal 


workers, classified civil service em- 
ployees, military personnel,- em- 
ployees of the House and Senate 
and District of Columbia judges. 
It would not affect 700,000 predom- 
inately blue-collar federal workers. 
Their pay is set by wage boards 
in relation to prevailing local 
scales for comparable work in pri- 
vate industry. 

3 Changes Lose 

The final Senate vote came early 
last evening after three attempts 
to alter the administration formula 
were beaten back . amid spirited 
debate. 

Sen. J. William Fulbright, D„

President Nixon's first rejected 
Supreme Court nominee, is schedul- 
ed to hear arguments in the 
Charlotte case today. 

The government memorandum is 
consistent with the new federal 
stance on desegregation set forth 
by the President two weeks ago. 
Mr. Nixon said then that there 
must be a swift end to all de jure, 
or officially contrived, school seg- 
regation, which the federal courts 
have declared unconstitutional. 

But Mr. Nixon said the courts 
have not clearly struck down de 
facto school segregation of the kind 
that is typical of cities where en- 
rollments are reflections of the 
ethnic make-up of the neigh- 
borhoods. 

U nless the courts do. the Presi- 
dent said. Southern cities need not 
bus pupils out of their neighbor- 
hoods. Unlike bhe South's rural 
school districts, they may keep 


some all-black schools. The gov- 
ernment had made no such clear 
city-rural distinction before In the 
South. The Charlotte case may 
be its first test. It is almost cer- 
tain to be appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 

The Negro plaintiffs in the Char- 
lotte case are represented by the 
NAACP Legal Defense Pond. 

Yesterday's memorandum was 
signed by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Jerrls Leonard, chief of the 
Justice Department’s civil rights 
division. 

At the same time, the National 
Education Association filed an 
amicus curiae brief in the ease 
on the side of the plaintiffs. It 
was signed by Mr. Leonard's Demo- 
cratic predecessor in the civil 
Tights job, Stephen J. Poliak.

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Kirk’s Aides Refuse Arrest 
In Florida School Dispute

rwpi — A US. marshal served ar- 
rest warrants today on three aides 
of Gov. Claude Kiris, a sheriff and 
five deputies in the tangled school 
desegregation case that pits the 
Republican governor against the 
federal court system. 

The marshal, however, took no 
prisoner.' 1 . The men on whom he 
served warrants refused to go to 
jail. The governor's aides were 
here to administer Manatee County 
schools, which Gov. Kirk again took 
over yesterday to block court-or- 
dered integration by cross-busing 
pupils. 

Gov. Kirk Is making an ap- 
parent effort to win a direct ap- 
peal to the US. Supreme Court 
by suspending county school of- 
ficials for the second time in a 
week. 

The governor's assistant. Lloyd 
Hagaman. and county sheriff 
Richard Weltzenfeld locked them- 
selves in the office of the Manatee 
County school superintendent and 
refused to come out. The other 
men served with warrants refused 
to accompany the marshal, John- 
nie Barr, of Tampa, who said he 
considers the nine under arrest 
anyway. 

About a dozen Florida highway 
patrol troopers, wearing riot equip- 
ment. soon appeared at the school 
moving into an office nearby. 

Outside the building where Mr. 
Hagaman and the sheriff took 
refuge, about 150 black youths, 
some chanting black power slogans, 
staged a sit-in on the steps. 

At one entrance Patricia Cas- 
ciano. a white mother watching 
the Negroes, told newsmen: *T say 
thank God for Claude Kirk, cou- 
rageous Claude." 

The arrest orders were issued by 
US. District Judge Ben Krentz- 
man, who has ordered Gov. Kirk 
to show cause tomorrow why he 
should not be held in contempt 
for flouting the court's desegrega- 
tion-by-busing order.

Kirk's attempted 
interference with the court's order 
subject to the same reversal that 
district courts administered to for- 
mer Gov. Orval Faubus in Arkan- 
sas, former Gov. Ross Barnett in 
Mississippi and former Gov. George 
Wallace in Alabama. 

The suspended school superin- 
tendent. Jack Davidson, said this 
morning he expects a federal order 
today directing Him to return to 
his job and his office, occupied by 
the governor's aide and the state 
police. He said an official of the 
UjS. attorney's office visited his 
home this morning. 

He said he felt “like a human 
checker . . . It's a question of 
whether I'm going to be taken to 
jail by federal or state officials." 

Gov. Kirk telephoned Mr. David- 
son to inform him of the new sus- 
pension order. Mr. Davidson then 
called one of the board's attorneys, 
who called Judge Krentzman far 
clarification. 

The judge reportedly advised 
school officials not to do anything 
that would lead to physical vio- 
lence, saying he would handle the 
matter in court.

-Soviet arms -con- 
trol talks that begin . in Vienna 
next week. 

“How can anyone take ia very 
seriously' [in advocating arras con- 
trol] -when we have this, 'basic 
document?" he asked. 

The manual declares: “Since .we 
cannot predude contingencies . in 
which the-. United States may be 
the first to initiate the limited use 
of strategic force, our force posture 
and general war plans must con- 
sider this requirement for both 
first and second-strike operations.'* 
War May ‘Blnr’ Distinction 
Officers are instructed that the 
“onset ■ of general war may blur 
any strict distinction .between a 
first and second strike, ^particularly 
if the . war develops by stages of 
escalation.” 

President Nixon and . Defense 
Secretary Melvin Laird have warn- 
ed that the Soviet Union . is build- 
ing huge missiles ‘ that could be 
used in a first strike.

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Storm Over the Court 


The Senate's rejection, of Judge Carswell 
for the Supreme Court demonstrated, even 
more clearly than did the similar action in 
the case of Judge Haynsworth, the com- 
plexity of the Issues surrounding appoint- 
ment to the highest court. For the court 
was the central point in the fight— not Judge 
Carswell. 

The Supreme Court, under Chief Justice 
Warren, strode boldly into many fields of 
law and political action which Its predeces- 
sors had avoided. It became a focus for 
controversy over positive actions to a greater 
degree than did the court of Chief Justice 
Hughes for negative stands. And, just as 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt was rebuffed 
in his crude efforts to alter the court to 
obtain greater receptivity for his New Deal 
measures, so President Nixon has been re- 
buffed in his more subtle, quite constitu- 
tional, attempt to change the ideological 
balance of the high bench in the direction 
of stricter construction of the Constitution, 
and its geographical balance in favor of the 
South. 

It is quite true that the central Issue has 
been Clouded by the personalities involved, 
and by circumstances. Judge Haynsworth’s 
nomination encountered a Senate with a 
heightened awareness of ethical considera- 
tions. awakened by the Fort as case. Judge 
Carswell’s cause was affected by the fact 
that he aroused so little enthusiasm on 


anyone’s part; Sen. Hruska’s argument that 
mediocrity deserved representation damned 
the President's choice about as completely 
as the faintest praise could possibly do. 

The aftermath of the vote is not likely 
to be happy. The confrontation between 
Capitol Hill and the White House was 
bruising: the alienation of much of the 
South is nearly complete; the divisions 
within both major parties have been deep- 
ened and widened. And the only hope of 
healing the breach lies in the presentation, 
by the President, of a conservative Southern 
candidate of really outstanding quality and 
Impeccable credentials. Mr. Nixon cannot 
alter the composition of the court with 
less. 

To be sure, if the President can demon- 
strate to the court and to the Senate that 
he has a very strong popular opinion behind 
him on this Issue, the court may well (as it 
did during the New Deal) work In a different 
atmosphere than has prevailed in the past. 
The tone of the court’s opinions may alter; 
new candidates for the bench may not be 
subjected to the same type of tests that 
Judges Haynsworth and Carswell encounter- 
ed. But at this moment Mr. Nixon cannot 
take it for granted that his constitutional 
right of nomination win go unchallenged in 
actual appointments, ©r that vulnerable 
candidates, avowedly Introduced to change 
the climate of the federal bench, will neces- 
sarily be accepted.

The Senate’s rejection, by the astonishing 
vote of 51 to 45, of the nomination of Judge 
G. Harrow Carswell to the Supreme Court 
is a triumph of constitutional responsibility 
over political partisanship: 

The Senate has now discharged its clear- 
cut if painful duty to protect the stature 
and authority of one of the most vital of 
American Institutions of government. It has 
reminded the President of the wisdom of a 
constitution designed to reduce the risk of 
unwise or arbitrary use of executive power. 
At the same time, it has answered those who 
decry the American political system as one 
that is unresponsive to the need — and the 
demand— for Integrity and justice. 

The rebuke to the administration, espe- 
cially difficult for those Republican and

[The New York Times reported 
today that Mr. Bosch's decision to, 
return met only silence In ■ Santo 
Domingo government circles. It is 
ndc clear whether Mr. Balaguer! 
and his military commanders wQl 
allow Mr. Bosch to re-enter the I 
island country. Plans for a mas-! 
hive welcoming reception and rally 
would alm ost certainly clash with 
security measures to this city of 
800 . 000 , which is under virtual mili- 
tary occupation.! 

Mr. Balaguer's decision to seek 
a four-year term has produced a 
crisis here, reflected in 'the mili- 
tary occupation of two major labor 
union headquarters, the closing of 
the national university by .armed 
soldiers supported by tanks, and 
suspension of classes for two 
months In all urban, high schools.

Cauada Weighs 
12-Mile Limit as 
Pollution Curb 

OTTAWA. April 9 CWP>.~The 
Canadian government proposed 
legislation yesterday to extend' 
Canadian sovereignty 12 miles out 
to sea in place - of the historic 
three-mile limi t and to establish 
rnna/iton jurisdiction over shipping 
in Arctic waters north of the 
Canadian mainland . 

At the same time. Prime Minis- 
ter Pierre Elliott Trudeau . an- 
nounced . that Canada . has . taken 
steps to insure that it. rather than 
the International Court of Justice, 
will have jurisdiction on any litiga- 
tion resulting from establishment 
of Canadian sovereignty -in the 
Arctic. 

Mr. Trudeau told the House of 
Commons that the two bills were 
intended to protect “Canada's 
marine environment and the living 
resources of the sea." 

The Arctic Waters Bill is the gov- 
ernment's response to the threat 
of pollution of the Arctic environ- 
ment by increasing economic de- 
velopment and, . particularly, oh 
spills from U.S. supertankers car- 
rying Alaskan oil through the 
Northwest Passage. 1

' Popular ’ Recitals by Regine Crespin

'DARIS, April 9. — The Theatre 
de la VUle's congenial for- 
mat of a one-hour program, 
without Intermission. at 
6:30 pm. is being filled in more 
than one sense this week by 
the French soprano Regine 
Crespin - whose underemploy- 
ment In her own country ought 
to be a subject of concern, if not 
a national scandal. 

She is filling the hour with 
four groups of songs that test 
and reveal every facet of her 
art. and which condescend in 
no way to a supposedly “popu- 
lar” audience. And at the 
decidedly popular price of a 


dollar a seat, she Is filling the 
theater— not just the seats, but 
the stairs and aisles,' in a way 
that would certainly draw the 
critical attention of some fire 
departments. 


She is justly reputed mainly 
for her work in the opera house

story, the movie is frequently in 
- distress often appears in 
imminent danger of blowing up. 
But the seasoned players and 
the efficient directorial pilot 
save it from disaster and trans- 
form it into an entertaining, If 
too lengthy, melodrama. 

The scenario is modeled after 
“Grand Hotel, ” as was evidently 
t.Yip book on which the film Is 
based. Instead of the lobby, bar, 
corridors and rooms of the 
Vicki Baum hotel, with lives 
of the persons in them woven 
into a tangled skein, we have 
the waiting room of the air- 
port, the executive offices, the 
snow-crusted landing field on 
a stormy winter night and the 
Interior of a Rome-bound Jet 
— with the lives of the charac- 
ters similarly gathered Into such 
a skein. 

Among the stock figures en- 
countered are : the dedicated 
airport manager iBurt Lan- 
caster), who has wife trouble, 
his blonde secretary who under- 
stands hfrn (Jean Seberg); the 
sly, little old lady who steals 
plane rides (Helen. Hayes) : -the 
fearless captain (Dean Martin) 
in love with an air hostess 
(Jacqueline Blsset) but reluc- 
tant to marry her until she is 
Injured in an accident. Others 
are: the psychopathic desperado 
(Van Heflin) who intends to _ 
dynamite *h«» plane so that hfa ~ 
long-suffering wife (Maureen 
Stapleton) will receive the 
benefit of his high life insur- 
ance: the kindly customs in- 
spector (Lloyd Nolan); the 
wealthy matron given to smug- 
gling (Jessie Royce Inndla). 

“Airport” should soon recoup 
the lavish fortune expended on 
its making, it is destined for 
box office prosperity, but fails 
to forward the art of the screen 
by one Inch.

Frederic Rosaif, the French 
documentary film maker, has

Rossif is fascinated by the 
melodramatic aspects of the 
American scene and dwells on 
them to the exclusion of almost 
everything else.

Pro- 
hibition, the Saint Valentine 
Day massacre, Al Capone, DO- 
linger, the Sacco- Vanzetti case, 
Billy Sunday and Huey Long 
and the foolish pastimes of 40 
years ago. That the 70s was 
a liberating era for American 
thought and letters is never 
suggested and, aside from brief 
views of Chaplin, Mary Pick- 
ford and Douglas Fairbanks, 
entertaining troops in 1918, the 
golden age of the American 
films has been completely 
neglected, an amazing oversight 
an the part of a cintaste. 
The *30s are recalled with 
'scenes of bread lines, share 
croppers and Hooverviiies, but 
also, surprisingly, with a nos- 
talgic tribute bo Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, who has probably 
not received such a eulogy 
since James Fhrlcy was cam- 
paigning for him in 1938. 

"Pourquoi l’Amerique?" Is a 
look at the America of the day- 
before-yesterday taken by a 
man with a frank, critical -tem- 
perament. You are unlikely to 
endorse the viewpoint, bat yon 
will net be bored. Zt stirs 
memories and sets the spectator 
thtwMwy. mostly cf what 
what has been left cut.

NEW YORK. April 9 (Reu- 
ters). — Governors of toe New 
York and American Stock Ex- 
changes voted today to restore 
full 5 1/2 hour trading days 
beginning Monday, May 4. 

The decision is subject to 
discussion with toe Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 

Securities markets have had 
shortened trading sessions 
since June. 1968. when unusu- 
ally heavy volume caused a 
series of operational problems. 
Until January, 1969. trading 
was placed on a four-day-a- 
week basis, then toe schedule 
was shifted to five days a week 
but with curtailed hours. 

Today’s decision would re- 
turn trading hours to those 
that prevailed since 1952 un- 
til the operational difficulties 
of 1968 with toe market open- 
ing at 10 am. and closing at 
380 pjn. 


Another loser on the active roster 
was American Smelting, down 1 1/4 
to 29 7/8 as It narrowly missed 
making a new 1970 low. Asarco 
has been weak for the last three 
sessions, following a statement by 
a Peruvian official that the busi- 
nesses of foreign investors in Latin 
America eventually should become 
national companies with “decisive'’ 
state holdings. 

Belco Petroleum, with oil in- 
terests in Peru, did trade at a 
new yearly low as it lost 2 1/4 to 
finish at 19 5/8. 

The biggest point loser on the 
active roster was Telex, the com- 
puter equipment stock, which top- 
pled 6 3/8 to 130 after climbing 
G 1/8 in the previous session. IBM 
added 1 3/4 to 325 3/4. 

Kentucky Fried Chicken, off 
1 7/8 to 26 3/4 and a new low for 
the year, was the second most 
heavily traded issue. Brokers said 
its price weakness reflects the cur- 
rent unpopularity of the once- 
favored franchising group. 

Buffalo Forge, a former pollu- 
tion control favorite also selling 
at a new 1970 low, dropped 3 to 
39 1/2 after reporting lower first- 
quarter profits.

A quick look at the North- 
South cards reveals that .the 
best contract is seven notrump. 
There are 13 sure tricks unless 
one defender turns up with all 
four Tnisring hearts, a 10 per- 
cent chance. But it is very 
hard for South, holding a break 
distribution, to consider a no- 
trump contract. 

The North-South partnership 
did well to reach the second- 
best contract of seven hearts. 
They had to resist the tempta- 
tion to play in their 4-4 spade 
fit, for even the small slam, 
proves to be out of reach in 
that suit. 

The lead was the spade 
king, and South won with the 
ace. He could not draw three 
rounds of trumps without cut- 
ting himself off from dummy's 
diamonds, so he did the best 
he could by cashing the heart 
king and leading a heart to the 
ace. 

If the trumps had obligingly 
divided 2-2, South could have 
tabled his cards at tills point 
and claimed 13 tricks.

The alternative 
play was to finesse in clubs, 
playing East for the king.

DECLINE OF THE NEW . 

By.Xroing S owe. Bar court Brace & World. 326 pp.

B Y the .“decline of the new,” 
Irving Howe means, the 
breakdown of “literary modern- 
ism,’’ the end of literature as 
we have known It for 160 years 
— the years of Baudelaire, Dos- 
toevski, Kafka, Proust, Joyce. 
Eliot, Faulkner. Samuel Beckett 
It is a literature of despera- 
tion, of extreme subjectivity, in 
which “the object perceived 
seems always on the verge of. 
being swallowed up by the per- 
ceiving agent, and file act. .of 
perception in danger of being 
exalted to the substance of 
reality.” It posits a “historical 
impasse ... an ' apocalyptic 
cul-de-sac in which teleological 
ends and secular progress are 
called into question.” It strips 
maw “of his systems of belief 
and bis ideal claims, and - then 
proposes the one uniquely mod- 
em style of salvation: a salva- 
tion by, of, add far the self.” 

It seeks “to reinvent the terms 
of reality,’’ to “recreate the 
very grounds of being, through 
a permanent revolution of sen- 
sibility and style." Above all, it 
is difficult. 

Now, ten new novels -arrive 
each week on a reviewer's desk 
foil of such subjectivity, posit- 
ing, stripping and seeking. Mr. 
Howe would dismiss most of 
them as a “vulgar reincarnation 
and parodic mimesis” of the 
masters, and he would be right. 
Unlike other cultural “ move- 
ments, modernism will not die 
decently. The media machine 
keeps transfusing it pints of 
ink.. It must suffer the indig- 
nity of cartoons written, in 
Its name, of “publicity, and 
sensation” of “savage parody,” 
of being approved of by those 
slicksters and flanks against 
wham it sought to construct an 
alternative reality. It is can- 
nibalized by its children. 

Very dangerous children they 
are, too, as Mr. Howe points out. 
While most of his book consists 
of essays on writers he variously 
admires— and there isn't a page 
that doesn’t shine with intel- 
ligence — the motion is from 
“The Culture of Modernism” to 
“The New' York Intellectuals." 
It is a motion as much political 
as literary. • 

Mr. Howe to his credit has 
never stopped wor ryi ng about 
morality and politics, in litera- 
ture or in life. The authoritarian 
opinions Of Eliot, Yeats, Pound 
and Lawrence bothered him 
years ago:, the, new sensibility, 
or intellectual style of the chil- 
dren of modernism - (mixing 
“sentiments of anarchism with 
apologies far authoritarianism; 
bubbling hopes for ’participa- 
tory democracy 1 with manipula- 
tive elit'szn; unqualified Pop- 
ulist majaritarianlsm with the 
reign of the cadres”! dismays 
him now. 

His problem is that, as one 
of the sympathetic interpreters 
of modernise, early on, he help- 
ed create a kind of cultural 
permissiveness, a cult of self- 
reference. from which the new 
sensibility derives. A salvation 
“by, of, and. for the self” leads' 
too easily to the “psychology ol • 
unobstructed need” he ’-now 
deplores. (Granted, Mr. Howe 
spent the mid-1950s editing: 
Dissent instead of celebrating, 


like most of the Partisan Review 
crowd, fiie perfection of Amer- 
ica. How ironic, then, that Dis- 
. y»nt should have published 
Mailer's “The White Negro,’’ the 
first significant expression of 
the new gangster style: if I 
“dare the unknown" by beating 
up an .old candy-store owner, 
it's probably good for me.i 

He copes with his problem, 
(and ours) in several pages of 
prose so tough-minded and con- 
vincing that they are alone - 
worth the price of his book. 
■Artftnrriing to the psychology of 
unobstructed, need, everybody 
should satisfy all his organic 
and psychic needs. The way 
to do this is “to discard or 
destroy all those obstructions, 
mostly the result of cultural 
neurosis,” tha t stand in his 
way. “Sexuality is the ground 
of being, and vital sexuality the 
assurance of the moral life." 
But what if “the needs and 
impulses of human beings 
cl ash . • , If the transfer of 
energies ■ from sexuality to 
sociality” doesn't go smoothly? 

Mr. Howe finds the pro- 
nouncements of Norman O. 
Brown on this subject “a curi- 
ous analogue to laissez-faire 
economics ... by means of 
which . innumerable units in 
conflict with one another 
achieve a resultant of coopera- 
tion. Is there, however, much 
reason to suppose that this will 
prove more satisfactory in the 
economy of moral conduct than 
it has in the morality of eco- 
nomic relations? , . . Against 
me. against my ideas it is pos- 
sible to argue, but how, accord- 
ing to this new dispensation, 
can anyone argue against my 
need?" Or Hitler's? 

But the new sensibility Is 
impatient with Ideas, with 
literary structures of complex- 
ity and coherence, with the 
habit of reflection, the making 
of distinctions, the weight of 
nuance. “It despises liberal val- 
ues, liberal cautions, liberal 
virtues. It is bored with the 
past: far the past is a fink. 

. i . It seeks to charge itself 
into dazzling sentience through 
chemicals and the rhetoric of 
/.Violence ... It ordains life’s 
simplicity. It chooses surfaces 
as against relationships, the 
skim of texture rather than the 
weaving of pattern.'' 

Mr. Howe professes the best 
sort of liberalism, not as a 
version of current politics nor 
as a theory - -of power, “but 
liberalism as a cast of mind, 
a structure of norms by means 
of which to humanize public 
life. . .. . We have paid dearly 
for the lesson that democracy, 
even 'bourgeois democracy,' is 
a precious human achievement, 
one that . . . has been wrested 
through decades, of struggle by 
the labor, socialist and liberal 
movements.” 

He is not willing to scrap it 
for a herd of mind-blown 
stormtroopers, and he quite 
properly disdains intellectuals 
who play at revolution by pub- 
lishing on the cover of a literary 
magazine instructions on how to 
make Molotov cocktails.

"I don’t think I’ve ever seen 
any less." Beauregard said. 
‘•What does it look like? Do 
you eat it. smnbp It or wear it?” 

"You don't understand." said 
Slocumbe. "I crow less of what- 
ever the government is willing 
to pay me for growing less of. 

It doesn't make much difference 
os far as I'm concerned. If the 
government wants less turnips, 
IH grow less turnips." 

"Fewer turnips, - ' said Beau- 
regard. who was a purist about 
language. 

"Have it your way." said Slo- 
ciunbe. "This year. I happen to 
. be making a killing growing less 
feed grains." 

Beauregard went about town 
after that praising Slocumbe’s 
ingenuity until somebody point- 
ed out that the money Slocum be 
was using to finance his win- 
ters in the Caribbean growing 
fewer turnips and less feed 
'grains' was money which the 
government had taken from 
Beauregard for spending the 
winter in Washington selling 
shoes. 

This seemed unjust to Beau- 
regard. He wrote to the White 


House. “You are paying my 
friend Slocumbe large sums of 
money for growing less feed 
grains and fewer turnips," he 
said “TIPs is fine with me, 
but 1 would like to call atten- 
tion to an omission in your 
payments program. 

“It is this: Growing less feed 
grains on Slocumbe 's farms re- 
quires less labor, and it is 
patently unjust to compensate 
the entrepreneur unless you give 
equal compensation to the la- 
boring man without whose tire- 
less inactivity Slocumbe 's goals 
could not possibly be attained." 

Beauregard noted that as a 
fulltime shoe salesman he had 
done absolutely nothing to grow 
any feed grain on any of Slo- 
cum he's land’ and believed that 
the government therefore owed 
him payments considerably larg- 
er than those It gave Slo- 
cumbe. 

H I. after all. have contributed 
to not growing any feed grain 
whatsoever, while Slocumbe has 
merely been growing less," he 
concluded.

In reply, the White House 
sent Beauregard a gracious note 
telling him that his letter, like 
nil those in which the great 
silent majority had endorsed the 
president’s war policy, had 
given Mr. ' Nixon strength to 
carry on. 

Beauregard became so angry 
that he wrote a letter to his 
congressman before he remem- 
bered that, being a Washing- 
tonian, he did not have a con- 
gressman. 

Finally, he decided to ad- 
judicate matters with Slocumbe. 

“Look here. Slocumbe." he 
said over . the backyard fence 
last week. “You’ve got to admit 
that F(ie done a lot less to ’ 
grow feed grains this past year 
than you have." 

"And you want me to give 
you back the percentage of your 
Income-tax payment I get for 
growing less feed grains.” said 
Slocumhe, who was suddenly not 
in a friendly mood at alL 
“I don't like that about you. 
Beauregard, and to show you I 
don't like It I’m not going to 
any more baseball games with 
you." 

Beauregard is convinced Slo- 
cumbe has inside information 
that the government is about 
to make huge payments from 
Beauregard’s salary to people 
who attend fewer baseball 
games.

L ONDON.— The signpost on the high- 
way to Oxford. Just before Beacons- 
field. reads “Jordans. 1 Mile.” You Him 
oil into a quiet, treeshaded lane, with 
the rolling Buckinghamshire meadows on 
either side. Soon, you come to the 
historic Jordans Meeting Place. 

This is where, beneath the lawn, lie 
William Penn, “proprietor” of Pennsyl- 
vania. his two wives and other members 
of the f amil y. Just a short step up the 
hill are two unpretentious buildings, one 
an old red brick farmhouse mow a 
hostel i . and the other, ihe adjoining bam. 

But this Is no ordinary bam. It was 
probably built from tbe timbers of the 
Mayflower. 

In the days of Charles H, the farm- 
house was owned by a yeoman. William 
Bussell, and it was here that he wel- 
comed the Quakers. In those days. 
Quakers were still persecuted. Once. In 
1670, the parish constable summoned the 
people at the farm to appear before the 
magistrate. On the kitchen wall is an 
extract from the Quaker account of what 
happened when the law arrived: 

"G. W. kneeled down to prayer, 
which when Lacy the Informer per- 
ceived he forthwith stepped aside and 
with a whistle called in another fel- 
low, tenfold more a child of the devil 
than himse lf. This was Poulter who. 
like a savage brute, with a hideous 
noise, rushed in amongst us. laid hold’ 
on G. W. while in prayer and in an 
outrageous manner dragged him along 
the floor ..." 


Pilgrimage 
To a Barn 
In England 


Today, the - farmhouse belongs to the 
Quakers. Over the years it lias under- 
gone alterations, but the old kitchen with 
its brick floor and great open fireplace 
remains as it was when Lacy and Poulter. 
made their sudden appearance. Bvery- 
tliing has been beautifully renovated and 
the polished oak tables -used by the 
guests harmonize with the period furni- 
ture. 

The most interesting feature of the 
house is the outer kitchen door. Made 
of old timber, its crosspieces bear an 
embossed floral carving. “It’s said to be 
the door of an old ship's cabin,” the 
keeper explained. “And, if this Is so. 
that carved flower could wen be' the 
emblem of the Mayflower." 

In any case, the beams of the great 
black barn were certainly once a ship's 
timbers. The bam has always been 
known as the “Mayflower Bam." And 
there Is much evidence to support the 
traditional association with the Pilgrim 
ship. 

The Mayflower was owned by four men. 


two of. them from Buckinghamshire. Tbe 
ship was broken up in 1624 (although 
one school maintains, that it was' repair- 
ed and continued to sail for* several 
more years). The kitchen and the bam 
were both built a year or so after 1624. 
One of the central beams in the bam was 
. cracked and repaired — was this the one 
that collapsed during the stormy passage 
across the Atlantic? ■ 

On another beam you can decipher the . 
letters RHAR I which is thought . to be all 
that remains of . the words “MAY- 
FLOWER HARWICH-” 

Finally, the landlord of the farm was 
a friend of the ship’s owners — another 
reason why timbers, from the Mayflower 
could have found their way here. 

Such at least is the now accepted 
theory of the origin of the ~ bam. The 
Friends Tnn.kp no categorical claims but, 
Dr. Rendel Harris, an American who 
studied the subject for years, wrote a 
book on it and the evidence seems quite 
conclusive. Conclusive enough to warrant 
a tablet on one of the beams, reading: 

This tablet, presented by American 
Friends, marks the place where a 
piece of timber, given by the British 
Society of Friends from the May- 
- flower ,,Bam at Jordans has been 
taken to be placed in tbe Pacific 
Highway Association. Peace Portal 
located on the boundary between the 
United States and Canada ...” 

Today, the great bam is empty and 
tidy. The custodians wage a constant 
war. against the wood beetle, but it has 
been kept at bay and the beams and 
boarding look good far many more years.
